WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—In an- 
wer to statements in a letter from 
Brig.-Gen. 8, T. Ansell ot the Judge- 
Advocate-General's corpse, read to 
the House yesterday by Representa- 
tive Burnett of Alabama, the War 
Department today made public a 
letter addressed by Secretary Baker 
to the President on May 1, 1918, 
urging sentences of death im 
on four enlisted men of the army 
in France be commuted to brief con- 
finement. Gen. Ansell wrote that he 
had found it necessary to place rec- 
emmendations for clemency in the 
hands of a member of Congress so 
that they might reach the President. 

Secretary Baker's letter shows 
that death sentences imposed upon 
Privates Leff Cook and F. D. Sebas- 
tian, both of, Co. G, Sixteenth In- 
fantry, for sleeping on post, and up- 
on Privates K G. Fishback and Olen 
Ledoyen, convicted of having re- 
fused to obey orders to drill, were 
approved by the divisional commen- 
der, Gen. Pershing, as commander- 
in-chief in France, Gen. March, as 
Chief of Staff of the army, and by 
the Judge-Advocate-General. The 
approval of the Judge-Advocate- 
General, however, was limited to 
concurrence in the technical rezu- 
larity of the proceedings, and ex- 
pressed regret that “a more ade 
quate conduct of the defense” was 
not provided. 

For himself, Mr. Baker wrote the 
President: 

“As I find myself reaching an en- 
tirely different conclusion and dis- 
agreeing with the entire and au- 
thoritative military opinion im the 
case, I beg leave to set out at some 
length the reasons which move me 
in the matter“ 

Mr, Baker recommended that, the

Oil Disputes with Ukrainians 
Source of Anxiety. 


Satisfactory Solution of Food

LONDON, Feb. 20—Ukrainian 
forces resumed the attack against 
the Poles defending Lemberg on 
Sunday and have captured all points 
between Przemysi and Grodck, west 


WARSAW, Tuesday, Feb. 18 
Northeast of Warsaw, Polish troops 
have oecupled Volkovysk and have 
taken up a line along the River 
Niepka. The Russian Bolsheviki 
hold the town of Olida and the line 
of the River Niemen. 

In Lithuania, the Poles have 
Passed beyond Bialystok, but the 
German troops have not yet per- 
mitted them to enter that town. 

The inter-Allied commission ap- 
pointed by the Peace Conference to 
investigate the situation in Poland, 
ig rapidly getting settled and ts pre- 
paring to face many problems. The 
most important of these are the food 
supply and the differences between 
the Poles and the Ukrainians re- 
garding the oll region near Lem- 
berg, Galicia. 

In regard to the oi] dispute, the 
Ukrainian government annou 
that it win not negotiate with the 
Poles as long as the Poles occupy | 
any disputed territory. 

The Ukrainians threaten to burn 
the oll wells in their possession if 
they are forced to retreat. 

It is estimated that 600,000,000 
francs of French, British and Rei- 
gian capital is invested in the dis- 
puted oil fields. The Ukrainians are 
obtaining arms by the sale of oll in 
Budapest and other places.
